Spring wheat is not so good as fall 
variety. Harvesting was late. 

The yield of barley was large, and 
the crop is regarded as satisfactory. 

Except in the St. Lowrence and 
Ottawa Counties and in the northern | 
districts the yield of oats will be fally 
up to the average. 

Bruce County reports some of the 
largest yields ever received by the | 
Department. 

Rye yielded from 10 to 22 bushels an 
acre of good quality. 

A weevil akin to the turnip louse | 
was injurious in peafields adjoining 
Lake Ontario. 

Field beans were still growing when 
returns were made, but prospects were | 
for an average yield. 

The poor catch of grass seed last 
year and close cropping of meadows 
in the fall made the outlook discour- 
aging, but the fields came through the 
winter in good shape. There will be | 
a fair quantity of good hay in the 
barns this winter. ; 

Favorable reports concerning corn 
come from every district in the pro- | 
vince, more especially in the case of | 
corn grown for fodder and the silo. | 
Should frost hold back till the corn is | 
cut it will be the best crop of the year | 
and the best for many years. | 

The acreage of flax is not so large 
as formerly, but the quality of both | 
seed and stock is classed as good. 

There has not been so much tobacco 
planted, and at best only a fair re- | 
turn of medium quality is looked for. | 

Potatoes promise better than for the 
last three years. | 

All classes of roots were backward, | 
sugar beets being most favorabty men- 
tioned. | 

Considerable disappointement has 
occurred in the case of apples and 
peaches as the varieties most in de- 
mand will be scarce, while there are 
more than enough of less valuable 
sorts. Duchess apples are going 
abegging in some districts, but spies 
and standard winter kinds are very 
searce. Pears have had a fair yield, 
and plums also, Crawford peaches 
are scarce. Cherries were a good yield.

‘RESURRECTIONIST BUSY 


Body of Victim of Rare Disease 
Stolen at Chatham. 


Strange Tale of Grave Robbing Is 
Told by Men Set to Guard Remains 
—Girl Died of Addison's Disease 
and When Watchmen Were Away 
Vehicle With Rubber Wheels Was 


Seen—Horse's Feet Muffled, 


Chatham, Sept. 1.—A_ sensational 
case of grave robbing at Maple Leaf 
cemetery has leaked out, the particu- 
| lars of which show to what trouble 
| the medical fraternity will go to in 
order to secure a ‘‘rare specimen.” 

Recently a young girl in Chatham 
Township died of Addison’s disease, | 
a malady which for years has baffled 
all medical skill. The girl’s body, 
previous to death, became covered 
with dark stripes, and her case at- 
tracted the attention of physicians 
and surgeons all through this district 


Fearing that her body might be 
stolen, the parents engaged two men 
to watch the grave at nights. The 
men faithfully kept up their lonely 
vigil for several nights, but Sunday 
night they neglected to get out to 
the cemetery till midnight, when they 
were startled to see a rubber-tired car- 
riage bearing two men drive away 
from the vicinity of the grave. The 
horses feet were padded so as to make 
as little noise as possible. 

As the grave was newly-made, it 
was impossible for the men to make 
sure whether the earth had been dis- 
turbed or not, but the relatives of the 
girl feel sure that the body was stol- 
en, and they intend to re-open the 
grave and make an investigation,

In chapter xxviil we have an in- 
stance of consulting spirits and what 
came of it. We know that this sort of 
thing is all

Prominent among them 
was 2,500 C.P.R. strikefs, who wore 
little labels in the caps, showing why 
they were idle. Considerable enthus- 
jasm was aroused by their appear- 
ance.

The day was generally observed by 
merchants, the streets, in fact, having 
a holiday appearance. 


Toronto, Sept. 8—Labor moved 
about pretty freely yesterday. It was 


a great day for going, and thousands 
of the “horny-handed” knocked off to 
join in the prevailing pursuit of 
pleasure, 

Though the annual parade of the 
unions, which took place in the morn- 
ing, was not as large as usual, owing 
to some of the labor organizations go- 
ing to out-of-town points and to the } 
absence of the fire men and their ap- 
paratus, nevertheless it attracted 
thousands of people to the streets 
through which it passed. There were 
not more than 2,500 union men in 
line. The route of procession was by 
way of Wellesley, Jarvis and Queen 
streets to Sumach, where cars were 
taken for Scarboro Beach. There were 
about 30,000 tickets taken at the gate, | 
and about half of the admissions were 
members of union bodies with their 
wives and families.

TEACHERS MUST DRILL FIRE AT RAWHIDE, NEV THEATRE RAlL BREAKS. 


Business Section of Mining Town 
Is Wiped Out. 


Three Thousand Are Homeless and 
Many Injured In Destructive Con- 
flagration Causing Damage of 
$750,000—-Miners Struggle to Save 
Homes—Cities Rush In Money and | 
Supplies to Aid Victims. 


| 
| Rawhide, Nev., Sept. 6.—Three | 
thousand: people’ homeless, a score or | 
more injured, and a property loss of 
over $750,000, is the result of a dis- | 
astrous fire which started yesterday | 
morning in the Rawhide Drug Co.’s 
building. Fanned by a gale the fire 
swept rapidly south and east to Bal- | 
loon avenue and up Rawhide avenue 
to within sixty yards of the People’s | 
Hospital. | 

Over a ton and a half of dynamite | 
was used in the demolition of build- | 
ings, which in a measure stayed the | 
flames progress. | 

The volunteer fire department and 
five hundred miners worked heroical- 
ly, but owing to the inflammable con- 
struction of the buildings they were 
swept away like tinder. 

At 114/. m, the business portion of 
Rawhide was a smoldering ruin, the 
flames being finally checked south of 
Balloon avenue. Collins’ hardware 
store, containing two tons of dyna- 
mite, exploded, hurling burning 
planks and boards a great distance, 
and setting fire to a number of build- 


ings plmustancouny. 

Many persons Were injured by fly- 
ing debris, but none seriously. A fam- 
int was feared, for all the popes 
subscription list was started, and in| 
a few minutes over $5,000 was raised 
and a relief train started from Reno, 
carrying food and bedding. 

All the mining towns of the state 
came quickly to the assistance of the 
sufferers with cash contributions. 
The San Francisco mining exchange 
sent $500. The extent of the damage 
done the mining properties is $10,000.

Borden Outlines Policy to Big 
Audience at Bridgewater. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier Speaks at Sorel 
Elections — Opposition Chieftain 
Gets Enthusiastic Reception—Has 
Given His Best and Will Sacrifice 
Party to Country. 

Bridgewater, N.S., Sept. 8—R. L 
Borden opened his Nova Scotia cam- 
paign at Bridgewater, 
County, yesterday,

g@uspicious circumstances. 

Labor Day attractions and the Hali- 
fax Exhibition had drawn large 
| crowds of people out of the county, so 
that not more than six or seven thou- 
sand persons at the outside were ex- 
pected to be present. There were 
large crowds in evidence from all over 
the county. When Mr. Borden and 
party appeared the assembled crowds 
gave a welcome which continued for 
some minutes after he .had entered 
the rink and ascended the platform. 
At this time there must have been 
about 1,500 people in the rink, and 
they kept coming from outlying towns 
for some time after the meeting be- 


gan. 
S. E. Mackay, president of the Lun- 
enburg Conservative Association, in- 
troduced the speakers. Dr. Marshall, 
the Conservative candidate, who con- 
tested the riding at the last local elec- 
tion, addressed the audience briefly. 
He paid a tribute to Mr. Borden—‘‘a 
statesman second to none, who is re- 
cognied by both Conservatives and 
Liberals at Ottawa as head and 
shoulders above everyone in political 
life in Canada.” 
He asked for a clean election, and 
said that if either money or rum were 
used in his behalf he would resign 
the minute the facts were proven. 
Of his work as leader of the Oppo- 
sition, all he would say was that he. 
had given to it the best of his 
strength, said Mr. Borden, his time, 
and his ability, and he could say that. 
when questions arose in Parliament 
when country and party come in con- 
flict he had sacrificed and would sac- 
rifice the latter.

Mr. Borden Gets Splendid Re- 
ception—Will Finish G.T. P.

He Says That If Elected He Will See 
' That Transcontinental Is Rushed 
| Through Without Any Delay—Que- 
bec Must Not Stand Aloof, Declares 
Monk—Premiers Roblin and Hazen 
and Hon, W. J. Hanna Speak. 


Montreal, Sept. 21.—The demonstra- 
tion Saturday evening in the Monu- 
ment National will go down to politi- 
cal history as one of the most im- 
portant gatherings ever held in this 
province, and an organized attempt 
to prevent Mr. Borden from speaking 
made the meeting all the more anti- 
ministerial. 

The hall was packed and the repre- 
sentative men of the party were on 
the platform, almost the entire au- 
dience rising and cheering wildly 
when the leader and his colleagues 
entered the building. H. Laporte and 
H. E. Ekers, two ex-mayors, presided. 

The first speaker introduced was 
F. D. Monk, his speech was an appeal 
to his compatriots to remember that 
there would be nothing more danger- 
ous to the prestige of the race than 
to become isolated from the political 
thought or opinion of the other parts 
of the Dominion; for a solid Quebec, 
he said, would eventually bring about 
a solid English-speaking Canada. 

In the course of his address Mr. 
Borden made a statement regarding 
the G. T. P. 

The Conservative leader declared 
that if he came to power the Grand 
Trunk Pacific would be carried out 
in its integrity, just as if they had 
not been the authors of the measure 
themselves. There could not possibly 
be anything like repudiation once 
Parliament and the people had en- 
dorsed the undertaking, although he 
had nothing to take back as regards 
what he stated when the measure was 
before Parliament. 

Other speakers were L. T. Marechal, 
the probable Conservative candidate 
in St. Mary’s; Premier J. Douglas 
Hazen, Premier Roblin and Hon. 
W. J. Hanna. 

The secret of the ten minutes’ up- 
roar was explained yesterday morn- 
ing. It appears that in view of the 
fact that a section of the C.P.R. strik-, 
ers had asked Mr. Borden to pro- 
nounce himself upon the merits of 
the dispute, and the leader having 
refused to say anything on the sub- 
ject, the strikers decided to prevent 
him from speaking, declaring that 
they would howl Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
down too, when he came to Montreal. 

Cowansville, Que., Sept. 21—A very 
large gathering attended R. L. Bor- 
den’s meeting here Saturday after- 
oo and his reception was quite cor- 
dial, 

The Farnham, Que., brass band ac- 
companied the party from that place, 
which was visited in the morning.

San Diego, Calif., Sept. 21.—The 
carelessness of Mary Arthur, a nurse 
at the County Hospital, has cost the 
lives of four patients to date and four 
others who drank from a pitcher con- 
taining atropine, are seriously ill. 

Miss Arthur, who is in a state of 
collapse, failed to confess her neglect 
until the poison had taken deadly 
effect.

Newfoundland Elections. 

St. John’s, Nfid., Sept. 21.—The 
Newfoundland Legislature was dis- 
solved Saturday, and Monday, Nov. 2, 
was named as the date of the general 
elections. 

Premier Robert Bond will be the 
Government leader during the cam- 
paign, and the Opposition will be 
headed by Sir Edward Morris, who 
until last year was Attorney-General 
in the Bond Cabinet.

ners, it is manifest in all that “the

Some of the Wonderful Instruments 
Man Has Invented. 

The sensittveness of the human or- 
ganism is gross indeed compared with 
that of the marvelous machines man 
has made, A photographic plate cou- 
pled with a telescope discovers millions 
of stars whose light the retina of the 
eye does not appreciate.

rometer, an instrument 200,000 times 
as sensitive as the skin, notes a differ- 
ence of a millionth of a degree, A gal- 
vanometer flexes its finger at a current 
generated by simply deforming a drop 
of mercury so as to press it out of a 
spherical shape into that of an egg. 
The amount of work done by the wink 
of an eye equals 100,000,000,000 of the 
winks marked on the scale of a delicate 
instrument, but even this performance 
is surpassed by the coherers of Branley 
of Paris by which the Hertz waves of 
wireless telegraphy are caught in their 
pulsings through space. The range of 
impressions which we get from lifting 
nn object is exceedingly small. An or- 
dinary chemist's balance is some mil- 
lion times as sensitive and weights 
down the two hundredth part of a mil- 
ligram, Without such instruments as 
these we should know far less about 
the world than they place within our 
reach, They make it evident that our 
Sense organs give us reports of but a 
comparatively small number of! com- 
paratively gross stimuli.

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A HISTORIC REGIMENT. 
Sixth Fusiliers of London Have Long 
Record of Service. 


The last parade of the City of Lon- 
don Militia (the 6th Royal Fusiliers) 
took place at Bovington Camp, Dor- 
| set, a short time ago. They had al- 
| ways been employed on the side of 

law and order from the days of Queen 
Elizabeth, and, indeed, far earlier 
| though wnder different designations. 
They are now going to join the Regu- 
lar Forces and will ever be mindful 
that they bore a name which would 
never fade into forgetfulness. The re- 
cord of the 6th Royal Fusiliers, who 
have been transferred, as a complete 
unit from the old Militia to the new 
Special Reserve, dates back to A.D. 
| 886, when King Alfred the Great was 
assisted by the troops sent by the 
City of London in defeating the Dan- 
ish invaders. The regiment and its 
various predecessors have gone 
through stirring scenes, having been 
employed in the earliest Scottish 
wars, the Wars of the Barons, and 
every insurrection in the south of 
| England since 1800. It was in 1559 

that Queen, Elizabeth mustered a 
| regular City Militia, and thencefor- 
| ward the regiment has a continuous 

record. At that time the Queen order- 
|ed the Lord Mayor of London to find 

and pay for 10,000 men, which he did. 
Queen Elizabeth constantly called on 

the City for troops, and itis on record 
that on one Sunday evening the Lord 

Mayor received the royal command to 
parade 1,000 men; this he accomplish- 
ed by closing the church doors in the 
City during service and finding the 
required number of men among the 
congregations. In 1640 the City Train- 
/ed Bands, the forebears of the 6th 
Royal Fusiliers, fought against the 
Scots, and at the commencement of 
the Civil War protected King Charles 
I. In a few days, however, the same 
men were used for guarding the mem- 
bers of the House of Commons on 
their way to and from Whitehall. 
Thenceforth they fought under Oliver 
Cromwell and greatly distinguished 
themselves in every action. In 1662 
the Trained Bands were especially ex- 
empted from the control of the crown, 
and came under the orders of a new- 
ly-appointed Court Lieutenancy of the 
City of London, which still exists, 
makes grants for the upkeep of the 
regiment, and is owner of the bar- 
racks, In 1795 the City Trained Bands 
were organized in two regiments, tho 
east and the west, and were allowed 
privileges which are _ still strictly 
guarded, One of these is to march 
through the City with colors flying, 
bands playing, and bayonets fixed. In 
1820 the two regiments were united in 
one, called the Royal London Militia, 
the present title of the 6th Battalion. 
The strength of the regiment is 656. 


To Preserve Eggs. 


An Australian chemist has invented 
preserving eggs by desic-
